WASHINGTON (AP) — De­ 
spite sharply higher food prices 
early this year, the Agriculture 
Department is sticking to its 
February prediction that house­ 
wives will pay only 4 per cent 
more at the supermarket in 
1972. 
The latest estimate, included 
Tuesday in an updated food-sit- 
uation report, said grocery 
store prices during the first 
three months this year aver­ 
aged 5 per cent more than in 
the first quarter of 1971. 
That bulge now has settled a 
bit because of recent declines 
in meat prices, the report said. 
“But some further rise may 
be in store this summer,” it 
cautioned. “Seasonal factors, 
brisk demand and some tight­ 
ening of pork supplies will ac­ 
count for most of the expected 
advance.” 
The predicted 4-per-cent gain 
for grocery store prices this 
year compares with a 2.4-per­ 
cent rise in 1971.

Hanoi, Haiphong Struck; 
U.S. Planes Down 7 MICs 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. war­ 
planes shot down, seven enemy 
MIGs today while carrying out 
the deepest and heaviest air 
strikes inside North Vietnam in 
more than, four years, the U.S. 
Command announced. 
The downing of seven MIGs 
in one day is a record for the 
Vietnam war. 
The U.S. aircraft attacked 
both Hanoi and Haiphong, while 
hitting at widespread areas of 
North Vietnam, the command 
said.It made no mention of any 
U.S. air losses. 
The aircraft streaked to with­ 
in 60 miles of* the Chinese bor­ 
der to attack North Vietnam’s 
northwest rail link to China. 
Radio Hanoi said 14 U.S. 
planes were shot down and 
“many pilots were captured 
alive.” 
U.S. disclosures of aircraft 
losses often are delayed if 
search and rescue operations 
are under way. 
A 7th Fleet destroyer force 
also bombarded the Haiphong 
area. 
The U.S. Command in Saigon 
said an armada of Air Force 
planes from bases in Thailand 
and Navy aircraft from, three 
carriers in the Gulf of Tonkin 
attacked rail lines, bridges, re­ 
pair shops, fuel depots, trucks, 
boats and supply distribution 
centers on orders from Presi­ 
dent Nixon.

Growing protests swirled on 
c i t y

campuses as antiwar demon­ 
strators by the thousands de­ 
nounced President Nixon’s deci­ 
sion to mine North 'Vietnamese 
harbors. 
It was the most turbulent out­ 
burst since the 1970 protests 
over the U.S. invasion of Cam­ 
bodia. Most of the demonstra­ 
tions started peacefully Tue*¡ 
day or early today but a num­ 
ber ended with violence and 
vandalism. 
Police in Berkeley, Calif., 
fired putty bullets from, squad, 
cars in a running battle with 
window - smashing demonstra­ 
tors near the University of Cali­ 
fornia campus. Protesters on 
the University of California 
campus at Santa Barbara tried 
unsuccessfully to refire a bank 
burned down in the 1970 vio­ 
lence. 
Two persons were wounded 
by buckshot when police broke 
up a demonstration in Albu­ 
querque, N.M. There were 150 
arrests in Gainesville, Fla , 
where the mayor 'requested, the 
National Guard be alerted, and 
50 arrested in Boulder, Colo. 
In 
Albuquerque, 
Carolyn 
Babb Coburn, 22, a University 
of New Mexico law student, 
was hit in the abdomen while 
covering the demonstration for 
the student newspaper and was 
reported in serious condition to­ 
day. The other victim was 
treated and released. 
About 500 demonstrators had 
blocked 
Interstate 25 near 
downtown when police cleared 
the area with tear gas. The 
shootings followed but police 
said there was doubt as to 
whether police fired the shot.

One was a U.S. Army heli­ 
copter that crashed 20 miles 
northeast of Saigon today, kill­ 
ing 32 American military men.

He has actually seen more peo­ 
ple in his office individually than 
any other president for which 
there are records.” 
While in Washington, my sis­ 
ter had breakfast with Sixth 
District Congressman 'William. 
G. Bray at. the 'Capítol. Hill Club. 
Bray has represented Indiana 
for the last 22 years, with 20 
years seniority on the Armed 
Services Committee. 
A sub-committee has been con­ 
ducting hearings on the classi­ 
fication of documents. Bray 
said: “It is not a sensational 
hearing, just 
a cold-blooded 
study of what the situation is. 
There are Classified, Secret and 
Top Secret documents kept un­ 
der lock and key and they just 
accumulate. We need a system 
to unclassify when the informa­ 


tion is no longer a help to the 
enemy, but must be careful not 
to embarrass foreign countries 
and dry up future sources of in­ 
formation.” 
Publication of the Pentagon 
Papen, 'disclosed, that there are 
millions of pages of classified 
documents. The public became 
disgusted with all of the clas­ 
sification, and President Nixon 
has issued orders limiting the 
“Top Secret” stamping power. 
It would require countless man- 
years to declassify all of the 
documents. 
Bray observed: “There is an 
old saying that doctors bury 
their mistakes while the Army 
classified theirs. The man who 
released the Pentagon papers 
was absolutely wrong, morally 
and legally, and did injury to 
our country. Yet, there were 
many things in the papers that 
the public should, have .known. 
I don’t want to give the fellow 
any credit but it has alerted us, 
did a lot of good, and was 
worth the co at”. 
The discussion turned to the 
Indiana political situation. Bray 
has gained the reputation of be­ 
ing unbeatable. Some of his Dis­ 
trict was placed, in the 1.1th un­ 
der the last redistricting to give 
more Republican votes in an 
attempt to beat Andy Jacobs. 
Jr.Bray said: I think that W’hit- 
comb has made a good Gover­ 
nor, but has had terrible public 
regulations. The men he appoint­ 
ed as officials have done out­ 
standing jobs—John Owens of 
National Guard—not one bit of 
scandal; Ruel Steele — out­ 
standing; Robert Konkle of the 
State Police; J. Fred Risk, Pre­ 
sident of Indiana National Bank 
to head the State Scholarship 
Commission. Whitcomb gets ter­ 
rific loyalty from state em pi óy­ 
eles, but little from his political 
appointees. He has been betray­ 
ed by people close to him and 
doesn’t trust anyone.” Some 18 
million others will visit the na­ 
tion’s capitol this year, 12.5 
million arriving by car.

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New Water Blanket Used 
To Save Rescued Boy’s Life 
By BOB SKUGGEN 
Bellingham Herald 
Written for Associated Press 
BELLINGHAM, Wash. (AP) 
— A near tragic hunting ex­ 
pedition by two Whatcom Coun­ 
ty boys has afforded the oppor­ 
tunity to field test a new life- 
saving device for persons suf­ 
fering from exposure. 
The device, a thermal blan­ 
ket which circulates warm wa­ 
ter over a victim’s skin through 
a series of plastic tubes, is 
credited with saving the life of 
one of the youngsters. 
Robert Bass, 16, and his cous­ 
in, Melvin Bass, '13. fell into a 
river late in the afternoon while 
on a bobcat hunt in the Cas­ 
cade Mountains east of here. 
The younger boy huddled be­ 
neath a rock while Robert at­ 
tempted to go for help, but 
Robert soon boged down in 
waist-deep snow. 
When Robert was found 10 
hours later, he was in advanced 
stages 
of 
hypothermia—the 
medical term for exposure. He 
was unconscious, his body tem­ 
perature was 80 degrees and 
dropping, his heart beat was 40 
a minute and he was hreathing 
four or five times a minute. 
“He was just about dead,’’ 
Dr. Charles Eichenberger, a 
member of the Bellingham 
Mountain Rescue Council and 
one of Bass’ rescuers said. 
“Fifty per cent of people who 
cool that much have already 
died.” 
Application of the blanket 
stopped the temperature drop 
and raised it more than three 
degrees by the time more ef­ 
ficient rescue gear could be 
packed, to the scene. 
By the time Robert reached a 
Bellingham 
hospital 
in 
an 
Army helicopter nearly six 
hours later, his temperature 
was up to 96 degrees and he 
was out of danger, according to 
the doctor who treated him. 
Melvin was in better shape 
when be was found, a fact res­ 
cuers attributed to his being 
sheltered and dressed com­ 
pletely in wool, a material that 
helps contain body heat even 
when it is wet. Robert had on 
cotton jeans and was hatless. 
The idea behind the hypo­ 
thermia blanket is that a per­ 
son suffering from hypothermia 
is not capable of generating 
enough body heat to bring his 
body temperature up once it 
has started to fall. 
Dr. John Arnold, the Belling­ 
ham physician who developed 
the blanket, says it is an at­ 
tempt to simulate the treat­ 
ment a hypothermia victim 
would receive in a hospital. 
With a small stove, fuel and 
a pan to heat water, the blan­ 
ket weighs six pounds and can 
be carried easily in a rescue 
pack.M o s t 
rescue 
equipment 
presently being used to treat 
hypothermia victims in the 
field weighs upwards of 35 
pounds, Arnold said. 
The blanket itself is a 2-by-3- 
feet piece of treated nylon with 
20 feet of parallel plastic tubing 
sewn onto it with mosquito net­ 
ting. It is secured around the 
victim’s chest, and water is 
pumped through the tubes with 
a small rubber primer, similar 
to the primer bulb on an out­ 
board motor. 
Rescuers either can carry 


water or use melted snow or 
river water, as was the case 
during the rescue of Robert 
Bass. 
Arnold says he doesn’t think 
the blanket has commercial 
value, but he says he would 
like to see it made available to 
other rescue units.. 
He has turned the blanket 
over to the Bellingham Moun­ 
tain 
Rescue Council which 
manufactures them on a limit­ 
ed basis. 
They are being used by the 
National Park Service, the 
Crystal Mountain Ski Patrol 
and the Yakima Mountain Res­ 
cue Council.

Only those men 
with numbers 1' through 15 had 
been taken until now. 
Most of the new inductees 
will be registrants in classes 1-

1952, but “a small number of 
older men also will be issued

said. 
“These are men who recently 


have lost deferments or whose 
initial postponements of in­ 
duction expire in June.” 
The new' round of orders will 
be sent out by local boards as 
soon as possible—and no later 
than May. 31, headquarters 
said. Recently revised draft 
icgulations require that regis­ 
trants receive at least 30 days 
notice of their induction dates. 
The A pr.il-May-June call rep­ 
resents the first under the new 
system in which all eligible 


registrants with the same lot­ 
tery numbers are ordered to re­ 
port in the same time period- 
regardless of their locations 
around the nation.
